CODE ENFORCEMENT

The Village of Chatham has a code enforcement officer that oversees all residential and commercial building permits. Zoning areas are
pre-set. If your property is zoned correctly for your business, simply apply for a building permit. Businesses can apply for a variance or
annexation agreement if not zoned currently for business use or within city limits. This is a simple 30 day process.

There are no business permits or business licensing currently required.
